The mail bags had 
nol been opened, and the Government employes were clinging to 
the racks as the train rocked from side to side just before the 
plunge into a ditch near Primm street and Alabama avenue.

“Tt is probable that mast of the 
legislators from St. Louis of both par- 
ties will represent special interests and 
it becomes the more necessary for you 
reople to send real representatives to 
the Generel Assembly.” f

Cousin’ Who Foresaw Murder. 
Tried ta Shut Him Out 
of Room, 





CHASED THROUGH WOODS 





Police Lead Would-Be Lynch- 
ers—Relatives See Suicide 
of Jilted Man.

CLEVELAND, Q., Oct. 11.—In the 
presence of a room full of school chfl- 
dren, James Warren of Warrensville, 
shot and killed Miss Mary Shepard, the 
teacher who a few days ago had jilted 
him. 
.The tragedy oceurred Wednesday aift- 
ernoon in a small schoo] house in South 
Euclid, a suburb of Cleveland. Followed 
by a crowd of people bent on lynch- 
ing him, Smith fled through a nearby 
forest, boarded a street car and reached 
home. In the presence of his aged 
father, and just as the police, followed 
by the would-be lynchers reached the 
house, Smith shot and killed himself. 

Smith was a fourth-cousin of his vie- 
tim. She jilted him two months ago, 
and although he had protested that he 
loved her, she had refused to see him 
again. Smith had been in bad spirits 
lately, seemingly contemplating his dou- 
ble crime. 

He went directly from his home to 
the school house, arrived theré shortly 
after the noon intermission. Miss Shep- 


ard had called the children to order 
fifteen minutes before when there came 
a knock at the door. She opened it 
and saw Smith. She made an ineffectu- 
al attemot to shut the door, but he 
was too quick for her. He shoved past 
her and entered the school ropm. Smith 
seemed to be in a frenzy. 
“Will you marry me,” he cried in 
tones which startled the children from 
their studies. The teacher paled 
seemed to realize that Smith was des- 
perate. She made no answer. Without 
‘any warning Smith drew a revolver from 
i his pocket and fired two shots, both bul- 
lets entering Miss Shepard's head. 

| She was instantly killed. The children 
‘were terrified. Screaming, they ran from 
the room as the murderer leaped out a 








The news of the crime spread rapidly 
and in a short time a posse of 30 or # 
men had collected. 

“Get a rope!” some cried, while oth- 
ers appeared with axes and other 
weapons to join in the chase. Sheriff 
Mulhern and the Cleveland police had 
been notified and deputies and police 
were at once sent to South Euclid. 
The police tried to argue with the 





posse and persuade them to abandon 
any attempt to lynch the murderer if 
they caught him, but the men had 
been aroused to a terrible piteh of 
excitement and were bent on obtain- 
ing swift vengeance. 


Police Lead Mob. 


The best the officers could do was 
to arrange themselves in front of the 
posse in making the search. All 
through the woods and the neighbor- 
ing country the people and police 
tramped, but could find no trace of

the fugitive. The posse traveled as 
far south as the Chagrin Falls road, 
and then learned that he had taken a 
suburban car there on his way to his 
home in Warrensville. The pursuers 
bvarded the first car that came along 
aud found Sergt. Hart and two po- 
licemen on board. 

When they reacher Warrensville 
they left the car and ‘proceeded to 
Just as they were 
about to enter the yard they heard a 
revolver shot and found that Smith 
had rmieted- out justice to himself. The 
police took charge of his body until 
the Coroner arrived. 

After. murdering Miss Shepard, 
Smith | fled through the woods, 
tramped along country roads and then 
boarded a car, reaching his home 
about three hours after the tragedy. 
He walked into the house, where his 
aged father and mother were. His 
sisters were also in the room at the 
time. Smith acted so peculiarly that 
the elder Smith knew that something; 
had happened. 

“Come on out of here; it is too hot 
here,” the young man said to his fa- 
ther, and the two went out into the 
side yard. There the young man told 
his father what he had done. 

“The only thing I can do is to kill 
myself.” Smith cried. e 

‘Don’t. don’t, walt. my son,” the 
aged man replied. Their voices at- 
tracted the attention of the mother 
and sisters. Just as they left the 
house to see what was the trouble, 
young Smith drew his revolver from 
his pocket. ~laced it to his right tem- 
Die and shot.

His death was as sudden as was 
that of his victim. Mrs. Smith and

NOMINATIONS BY EOSSES. 


The need of a primary election law which will 
replace the power of nominating the party candi- 
dates for public office in the hands of the peuple 
was thoroughly demonstrated in the two conven- 
tions of the leading parties in th's city. The voters 
had nothing to do with the selection of the candi- 


dates on the two tickets. The delegates to the 


conventions were mere puppets in the hands of the 
bosses, who fixed thgutickets in conference before 
the convention met. The slates were 
through on a pre-arranged Program. 

That many of the cand.dates on both tickets were 
good men is due solely to the uncertainty of the 
political situation which made the leaders fear 
that a good ticket would win against a bad ticket 
and the machine of neither party couid count on a 
majority. The absence of an understanding between 
the independent voters. 

This corrective power of public opinion is always 
active and is sometimes effective—effective when 
polities are as uncertain as they are today in St. 
Louis. But there is no guarantee of its effective- 
ness. The bosses who control the party organiza- 
tion as a rule nominate as bad men as they dare, 
and when they feel justified by the outlook, by a 


in the situation, bad candidates are 
When an understanding can be effected between the 
bosses, bad candidates are a certain’y, or at least 
enough bad men on each ticket to assure the control 
of the important offices. | e: 
There was a time when the voters would not 
stomach the bosses’ slates; when nomination by a 
caucus was, if discovered, the certain condition of 
defeat. But with the growth of the power of the 
machine this has changed. Caucuses are held openly 
and the slates are announced in advance Of the 
convention. If the slate is broken, it is usually on 
account of disagreement among the ward bosses. 
Sometimes this boss dictation, under the stress 
of the fear of popular indignation or of an inde- 
pendence on the part of the voters which has been 
demonstrated, results in a fair ticket; sometimes it 
results in rotten tickets on both sfles, as a rule 
where there is a large predominance of one party 
over the other. Invariably it results in a failure 
to nominate some of the best avajl'ble candidates, as 
in the case of Judge Hough, who was defeated by 
the bosses in the Democratic convention, and in the 
nomination of some bad candidates on both tickets. 
When both tickets are bad, the voters are prac- 
tically helpless. They can nominate independent 
candidates, but as a rule independent nominations 


protests. They are successful only when they rep- 
resent a great popular uprising against misrule and 
corruption. 

The only assurance of good candidates, and there- 
fore of good government, lies in the power of the 
voters to determine nominations. A delegate con- 
vention in a great city under the present primary 
law fails utterly to realize this condition. The 
voters are helpless against the organization of the 
bosses. Apparently the sole hope of relief must be 
found in a primary election conducted as a general 
election is conducted, at which the voters of each 
party can indicate their choice of candidates at the 
polls. An effective law is needed for this purpose.

Rapid Transit Needed. 
To the Editor of the Pust-Dispatch. 


I think it fair to say that the pres- 
ent managements of the street surface 
railway systems are doing all that can 
be practicaily accomplished on surface 
lines. and the short intervals between 
cars during the busy hours indicate 
that they have reached the maximum 
results attainable by the surface lines. 
With the large additional population 
which the present city growth indicates. 
and waich will be secured in the next 
four or five years, it will be apparcnt 
to anyone who will consider the situa- 
tion that the surface s\stems will pr-we 
lamentably jnadequate to fill the trans- 
portation requirements. That the speed 
of surface cars cannot be increased 
safely is demonstrated by the many 
accidents which occur. e means of 
securing rapid transit is by having a 
clear right of way for the tracks, with 
stations from three to four or more 
blocks apart. This, of course, fs Im- 
possible on street surfaces, owing to 
obstructions of traffic along the streets 
occupied hy the tracks, as well as by 
the intersecting streets. Whether the 
means for rapid transit adopted is by 
elevated railroads or by subways, the 
rapid transit ia secured by the clear 
right-of-way furnished.

The Republican city organization as- 
serts that 70 per cent of the 42,000 new 
voters registered on registration day, 
Sept. 20, were Republicans and their 
leaders announce their belief that as 
a result of this they will, Nov. 6, carry 


the city by a plurality of 15,000. 

William Sacks, secretary of the Re- 
publican precinct organization, declares 
that these results are expected to follow 
from a system of block organization 
compared with which any former effort 
at political organization in St. Louis is 
puerile. The system has been In course 
of development for the past three 
months. It reached the maximum of its 
benefit to the party on registration day, 
according to the organizers, buf will be 
kept in full working order until the vote 
igs polled, Nov. 6. 

The system was put into operation 
about three months ago, after the Re- 
publican Advisory Committee of Two 
Hundred had taxed each member $50, 
thus raising a fund of $10,000. In each 
precinct in the city a precinct chairman 
was suggested to the Central Committee 
by the member of the committee from 
that ward. This precinct chairman ap- 
pointed a block man for evyerv block in 
the city. He was supplied with a book, 
containing an exact plat of the district 
he was expected to canvass, house to 
house, in which he was to enter the re- 


and to indicate also whether or not 
he was registered. 
Appeal to Unregistered. 

Sept. 19 a letter was sent to each 
unregistered Republican, warning 
him of the fact that unless he regis- 
tered the next day he would lose his 
vote. The precin¢et chairmen also 
were armed with the information 
which enabled them to make a per- 
sonal appeal to the unregistered Re- 
publicans to register. 

“As a result of this system,” sai 
Mr. Sacks to a Post-Dispatch report- 
er, “the heaviest registration ever 
known in St. Louis, even during a 
presidential year, when three days 
are allowed for registration, was 
Placed on the poll books Sept. 20. 
After the registration a force of men 
was sent to the office of the Election 
Commissioners and a copy of the new 
names added to the books was made. 
These lists were checked up by means 
of a canvass, in which every new 
man on the books who could be 
found was visited and his political 
affiliations ascertained. On the re- 
port of the precinct chairmen we base 
our estimate that 70 per cent of the 
new names added to the poll books 
are Republicans. 

“We also found out another thing 
from this canvass. This was that in 
the Fifteenth, Twenty-second and 
Fourth wards an incredible number 
of names and addresses had been put 
on the books, the owners of which 
could not be located. The election of- 
ficials in these wards detected a great 
number of these fraudulent registra- 
tions, but our canvassers detected 
more still. We shall petition on re- 
vision day that these names be 
stricken off the lists.”

“Sport” Brady; beer drummer and for- 
mer city detective, Democratic candidate 
for the, Legisiature in the ‘millionaires’ 
district,”’ desires to meet in joint debate 
Theron E. Catlin,, his Republican an- 
tagonist.. Mr. Catlin is a. milliona‘re’s 
son, an attorney and a resident of Van- 
deventer place, one of the ultra-fashion- 
able residence tracts included in the dis- 
trict officially numbered the Sixih 

The only condition Brady imposes is 
that the debate shall be held somewhere 
in the Twenty-second Ward, which is 
distinctively -his own ward. He prefers 
that it be held in the big hall at the 
Social Hibernian Club, 2320 Olive s®reet, 
which he owns jointly with ‘“‘Lawler”’ 
Daly. 

“If. I’ve got my own mob about me,” 
Brady told a Post-Dispatch reporcer, 
“I'll make a book on it that I win, and 
he won't need no police protection 1 eith- 
er. Truth of the matter is,:I ain’t much 
on that game—speakin’ on a stage. Bul 
just put me in a roomful of men an 
(ll talk their arms off. 

“I’m willin’, though, to meet this fel- 
ler any time he wants to. It’s goin’ to 
be a short campaign, and we ought to 
be gettin’ busy. They téil me the Re- 
publicans.is pretty badly split up, but 
then you. never can tell how things is 
goin’ to roll.”

Brady's name on ‘the poll 
Wifliam P. Brady, but that is a fact 
known to comparatively few of his 
friends. He won the sobriquet “Sport” 
when, a youth, he was making a mins 
salary as paying clerk in a grain ele- 
vator, and squandered his money s0 
generously that he came to be widely 
known as a “spender.’’ Since then he 
appellation has stuck because Brady 
looks the part. ; 

Short, squat, with legs that look little 
in contrast to his heavy trunk and 
globular stomach, Brady wears a check- 
ed suit and heavy gold watch chain, 
and looks like a bookmaker. He has a 
way of tilting his derby over one eye 
and thrusting a thumb into a vest 
pocket when he talks, using the free 
hand for gestures. 

Brady’s face is square and heavy, with 
very black eyebrows and amiable blue 
eyes. It is the face, at first glance, of 
a man who is ‘‘wise.”’ It is a good-hu- 
mored face, too, and Brady's smile is 
pleasing. His manners are the manners 
of the ward politician, and he walks 
with the slight swing of the shoulders 
that has come to be associated with 
pugilists and ‘‘sports.’’ 

All these things have combined to 
make the nickname stick closer to 
Brady than a brother—much closer than 
any of his own brothers. He is 42 years 
old, and looks 32. 

During. the past two years his chief 
means of livelihood has been as a poll- 
tician in the Twenty-second, with work 
for the Anheuser-Busch Brewing Asso- 
ciation as a sideline. The sideline is not

work, but rather supplements it. Brady 
is nominally in the claim department of 
the brewery. 

Knows Man With the. Hoe. 


‘Do you think you can win this race?’ 
Brady was asked. 

“Well, I'm going to try,’ said Brady. 
“You see, the fact that this young fel- 
ler has got a lot of money ain't goin’ 
to cut so much ice. Go over here around 
Market street and out among them fel- 
lers that work at the World’s Fair 
grounds, and among the bricklayers and 
that sort and you will find a lot of men 
that ain't 30 anxious to vote fo® a can- 
didate just because his papa’s a mil- 
lionaire. They'll vote for me ‘cause 
they’ve known me all my life. 

“Tl rush the can with ’em, and they 
know it. There ain't nothin’ stuck up 
about me. When I see a feller in the 
street with a hoe, I say, ‘Hello, »yMike,’ 
or Hello, Tom.’ They ain’t no use get- 
tin’ away from the people you was born 
and raised with’. 

“They ain't as many votes for a rich 
man in this district as some people 
thinks. Men vote for their friends,.not 
for somebody what has a little money. 
I know ‘pretty near evev'’body in St 
Loufs, and. I’ve known ’em a long time. 
It’s friendship counts among poor people, 
especially, and I'd rather have a poor 
man for my friend than a dollar-lover. 

“They’s a lot of men in this district 
is goin’ to vote for the feller that helps 
‘em out when they’re in trouble. Get- 
tin’ votes aint a matter of weeks or 
months—it takes years. If one of my 
friends get in bad, or needs money to 
pay the funeral expenses of one of his 
kids, hé knows he can depend on me. 
You got to have some friends in a race, 
or you won't get nothin’. 

“Course, this young feller’s a million- 
aire, and that’s goin’ some.

“As a result of my son’s conduct, I 
was cocpelled to sell out by busin ss 
and go to the home of my daughter, 
Mrs. A. L. Eslaman, on Dolman st.e ¢, 
to live. My health had failed from wor- 
rying over Raymond, and I was no 
longer able to take care of myself.

“A little over a year ago my son mar- 
ried. | helped him along financially trom 
time to time. -IT had a bank account in 
the German Savings Institution and l 
did not want to see my son in want. 

‘! begged him to get out and do some- 
thing for himself, to make a man of 
himself and to quit depending on me. 
About’ a month ago Raymond left the 
city and two weeks later a friend told 
me that he had read an account of 
Raymond's suicide in the papers.

charges. 
If the investigation now being made

Emmett, it will probably mean several 
million dollars’ worth of boiler works 
in the finest ships of the navy will 
have to be torn out, as it is charged 
that these. vessels and every man 
aboard them are in constant danger 
of destruction because of the defects 
in the tubes supplied to the Govern- 

ment.
